The Dail seemed to be in a somewhat 
languid mood, which the announcement of 
President Cosgrave that he intended to dis- 
solve the Oireachtas at the end of the present 
week did. little or nothing to arouse. Of 
course, most of the members had known 
already that the end was not far off, and 
were, in fact, prepared for the statement. 

Whether the dissolution is declared on 
Friday or - Saturday depends on whether or 
not the Senate passes without amendment 
certain of the bills that are before that 
House. amendments are carried in the 
Senate they must be considered in the Dail, 
and the dissolution may be postponed until 
Saturday, or perhaps Monday. 

The election campaign which has been 
under way for the past few weeks, will re- 
ceive appreciable impetus from next Sund 
(when President Cosgrave is engaged to wane | 
at Cavan) until the day of the polling. 

The Constitution provides that at a general 
election the polls (exclusive of those for mem- 
bers of the Universities) shall be held 
on the same day throughout the coun- 
try, and that day shall be a day 
not later than thirty days after the 
date of the dissolution, and shall be proclaimed 
a public holiday. 

he Dail shall meet within one month of 
such a day, and shall, unless earlier dissolved, 
continue for four years from the date of its 
first meeting, and-not longer. The Dail may 
not at any time be dissolved, except on the 
advice of the Executive Council. 

If the elections take place on August 27th 
the new Dail will assemble towards the end 
sf September.

IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE. 
From Our Own CorRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, Monday. 

As the result of suggestions made by M. 
Poincaré, it appears that the Belgian reply 
to the British Note wae slightly retouched 
last might. It ig insisted that this is no more 
than occurred when the terms of the French 
reply were communicated to Brussels, and 
there is still the most careful emphasis on the 
point that on all questions of principle the 
two Governments stand together. 

The Temps says that the Belgian Ministers 
are more than surprised at the absurd end 
damaging suggestion that Belgium is inclined 
to part company from France, and maintains 
that their union is the condition precedent 
to any Franco-British understanding.

The arguments for the Admiralty case are, 
indeed, in our opinion, ds convincing as 
action of some of its enthusiastic supporters 
has been mistaken and unwise. It goes with- 
out saying that both the Cabinet and Parlia/ 
ment must resent and resist any attempt to 
dra them. They are perfectly qualified 
and able to form their own conclusions. With 
the wish to influence them, some of the 
advocates of the Admiralty cause have 
actually talked though the proper 
solution would to abolish the j 
Force altogether. If that were really so, 
they would be engaged in a hopeless campaign 
to revoke a settled policy. 

Conditions vary, no doubt, in different 
countries. For some countries it might be 
better that the Army and Navy should have 
their own separate Air Forces, and that there 
should be no other. This country, after pro- 
longed deliberation, has taken another view, 
and we are satisfied that in the peculiar cir- 
‘eumstences of the British Islands and the 
British pire the choice was right. But 
the Admiralty, as we understand them, do 
not suggest.for a moment that the Air Force 
should be abolished. They, presumably, 
realise, like every one else, the waste and 
inefficiency that would be involved in com- 
petitive p Bhs valley of research, equipment, 
and supply. They recognise, we hope, that a 
strong and independent Air Force is, under 
modern conditions, absolutely indispensable to 
the defence of the country. But they are, 
apparently, convinced after prolonged trial, 
that for precisely the same object a com- 

aratively small body of airmen is no 
eas necessary to the Navy. They make 
no complaint of the quality of the personnel 
and material with which they are supplied 
by the Air Ministry, which are admitted to 
be of the best. . What they do ask i. com- 
plete control of the comparatively small body 
of officers and men needed for their specialised 
purposes, who are, or should be, essentially 
part of the fleet. 

We trust that the Cabinet this morning 
will give full weight to this view. Wie think, 
ourselves, that the Cabinet might reasonably 
review the matter afresh, and and in fact do 
much, with general consent, to strengthen the 
Air Force and to perpetuate its real functions 
by conceding the "Admiralty point. 
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LITTLE ENTENTE 
CONFERENCE. 

The Times, dealing with the Little Entente 
Conference, in a leading article, says :—The 
Conference of the Little Entente Powers, 
which met at Sinaia on Saturday, has many 
difficult and important questions to examine. 
The assembled statesmen have to consider 
the relations between the three members of 
the Entente—Czecho-Slovakia, Rumania and 
tae Serbo-Croatian-Slovene State—together 
with the policy and attitude of the Entente 
Pas a sal, and of i.s several members to- 
waids their neighbours. The result of their 
deliberations may prove to be of ‘moment, 
not alone to themselves, but to the general 
peace of Eastern Europe, and to the re- 
covery’ of the Continent as a _ whole. 
Hungary, as our Budapest message of yes- 
terday confirmed with fresh facts, is on the 
very verge of financial collapse. Her one 
hope of escape lies in such an arrangement 
as has lifted Austria out of the slough, and 
that arrangement can hardly be achieved in 
opposition to the Little Entente. 

There are signs that M. Benes and his 
colleagues are not unwilling to assist 
Hungary. and that Hungarian statesmen 
realise the imperative need of better rela- 
ticotts with the Little #ntente. 
Frnancial Convention’ lately signed at Prague, 
and the speeches of M. Gratz, the former 
Minister of Finance for Hungary, may be 
observed amongst them. 

Czecho-Slovakia would probably; support 
Hungary's request for the favourable treat- 
ment accorded to Austria, were Hungary to 
offer the Little Eatente adequate guarantees 
that her future policy would be peaceful 
The real problem for M. Benes and his 
colleagues from Bukarest and Belgrade is to 
work jointly ‘or the consolidation and the 
recovery of Eastern Europe. In that task 
they may rely upon the support of the 
Western Powers.

“THE SAFEST COUNTRY IN 
THE WORLD.” 


Mr. George Bernard Show, in a letter to 
The Times on holidays in Ireland, writes :— 
Several persons have complimented me on 
my courage in venturing into the South of 
Ireland’ for my summer holidays... These 
ba feel safer in the friendjy atmosphere 
of Poincaresgue France, or in the land of the 
bottomless mark chute, where merchants 
chain up their typewriters with Krupp chains 
overnight, only to miss them, chains and all, 
in the morning. They are not afraid even 
of being dosed with castor oil in Italy by 
Anglophobe Fascists. But they dare not set 
foot in Ireland. | 

I admit that there is some excuse for 
them. The Irish Government has just passed 
a coercion Act which would nike Trotsky 
asp, and which makes the history of Dublin 

astle under English rule seem like freedom 
broadening down from precedent to prece- 
dent. It contains a flogging clause, directed 
specially against robbery under arms, of such 
savagery that foreigners may well be led to 
believe that no man’s property or person is 


safe. ' 

The truth is that Cork and Kerry are much 
safer in respect of both person and property 
than the administrative County of London. 
Since 1 arrived I have wandered every night 


1 over the mountains, either alone or with a 


harmless companion or two, without molesta- 
tion or incivility. Naturally, there is plenty 
of room in the hotels, and the quality of the 
potatoes, the butter and the milk is such’ as 
to make one feel that one can never eat 
the English substitutes again. In short, there 
is not the smallest reason why Glengarriff and 
Parknasilla should not be crowded this year 
with refugees from the turbulent sister island 
and the revolutionary Continent, as well as by 
connoisseurs in - extraordinarily 
scenery and in air, which makes breathing a 
luxury. Ireland is at present in a reaction 
of quiet, with the hands of its Government 
reinforced by extraordinary temporary 
measures, and is, therefore, at this moment 
probably the safest country in the world for 
visitors. 


AN IRISH TRAGEDY. 


A tragic story of Ireland is recalled, says 
the Daily Mail, by the publication last 
night of the Civil List Pensions for the year 
ended March 31 last. The list records the 
grant of a pension of £100 to Mrs. Johanna 
Green, “ In recognition of, the services of her 
husband. the late Mr. Max Green, and the 
tragic circumstances of his death.”

AND SEAN M°GRATH, 


COURT’S DECISLON.

ALLEGED MISDIRECTION, 


The appeals in each case were based on the 
same ground—namely, misdirection. There 
was in the notice of appeal a point of law, 
but he did not propose to deal. with that.

Mr. Justice Shearman said that encoufage- 
ment.of force might be a political object. The 
real distinction in the sedition case was 
whether they were merely working on general 
principles or whether they were encouraging 
disorder and force. The terms military and 
political were not mutually. exclusive. 

Mr. Hastings said that he quite accepted 
the difficulty of seeing where legitimate politi- 
eal objects ended and where illegal political 
objects began. : 

METHODS OF VIOLENCE. 

Mr. Justice Darling—What the Crown said 
was you may have had your own methods, 
but you were also assisting Liam Lynch ia 
tis methods of violence. 

Mr. Hastings said that there was certa’nly 


strong evidence of that on which the jury 


might well convict, but, on the other band, 
there was a thoroughly good éxplanation end 
strong evidence that the were not doing it. 

Mr. Justice Branson—You omit to mention 
that they were working under de Valera. 
Can you work « conspiracy by compartments? 

THE JUDGE’S ANALOGY. 

Mr. Justice Darling—The judge used the 
analogy of two men-going to break into a 
house with one watching for the police, while 
the other breaks in. 

Mr. Hastings—Yes, and that is my com- 
plaint. He agreed that appellants were work- 
ing for the same ends, but their case was 
that they were taking no active part in the 
armed rebellion. 

Mr. Hastings complained that the judge 
really told the jury that it was O’Brien’s 
own case, that he was not one of the per- 
sons who were directing warlike operations, 
but that he conducted the political. part of 
the business. 

The judge said that O’Brien’s defence was 
that it was Lynch who fought and O’Brien 
who. passed the hat round for money for 
that purpose. The evidence did not support 
any such. proposition. . He was not collect- 
ing money for Lynch’s warlike operations. 

The Attorney-General said there was evi- 
dence that he tried to get money. 

Mr. Hastings said that although the de- 
fence set up was one that might easily be 
disbelieved by the jury, the judge practi- 
cally told.that defendant w.< finding money 
for armed rebellion. In view of the judge's 
inaceurate statements of fact, their chance 
of an absolutely impartial trial became per- 
fectly hopeless. He pointed out that these 
men had been interned three months pre- 
vious to the trial, and they had received the 
maximum sentence. 

NO BARGAINING. 

Mr. James Shearman—For that intern- 
ment a statuary tribunal as going to give 
them compensation. 

Mr. Hastings—I am nc* sure about that. 
They would take less compensation if you 
will take three months >ff the sentence. 

Mr. Justice Darling—We cannot make a 
bargain of that sort.

THE CUNO GOVERNMENT, 

The Berlin Correspondent of The Times 
writes :—The position of the Cuno Government 
has improved during the last twenty-four 
hours. Though its reconstruction remains a 
subject of discussion, there seems to be no 
great urgency about the matter. This is due, 
in part, to the almost pacific character of the 
Communist demonstrations of yesterday. That 
they passed off so quietly in Berlin is, by 
general consent, placed to the credit of Herr 
Severing, the Briesdias Minister of the 
Interior. The anxious telephonic inquiries 
peceived in Berlin during the course of 
Sunday showed the extent of public anxiety, 
and the relief experienced when all went well 
has reacted to the advantage of the Cuno 
Government. There is not now the same 
demand for its resignation, or even re- 
organisation, and the talk of armour-plated 
dictatorship has subsided.- Ht is not even 
settled when the Reichstag shall meet. Herr 
Lobe, the President of the Reichstag, will 
await the results of the party meeting now in 
progress before deciding, Herr Stresemann 
has gone away on. holiday.

Last night at the Gaiety Theatre Mr. 
Jerome K. Jerome s “The Passing of the 
Third-Floor Back” was presented by Mr. 
Frank Forbes+Robertson and his London com- 
pany. Mr. Jerome s play is a piece of charm- 
Ing sentiment. If it is not quite as true to 
life as one could wish, it is, nevertheless, ex- 
traordinarily sincere. The scene is a Blooms- 
bury boarding house, where the landlady and 
the guests hive on a state of armed neutrality. 
The stranger—the ‘‘thirdfloor back’’— 
comes amoug them, and draws out the good 
that is in each one of them.
